• <dren— six sons and two daughters. 
His wife died about three year 
•since, but his children all survive 

v-to mourn one of the best of fathers. 
tMr. Rogers was a devoted Chris- 
tian and an office-bearer in the 
Methodist Church. 

Quiet, unassuming, gentle and 
Jretiring in disposition, yet be was 
• a determined and energetic man, 
who thought out all the problems 
of life and then acted upon his 
•own couvictious us to the right. 
After once having made up his 
mind as to his duty be was firm 
»nd unyielding, perfectly fearless 
t)f consequences. 

Thoroughly upright in all hia 
^-dealings, he commanded the re- 
espect and confidence of all with 
-whom he came in contact. 

This community has sustained

ACCOMMODATIONS FOR VIS- 
ITORS IN BUFFALO. 

So much tins been said and writ- 
ten about the ability of the City 
of Buffalo to care for the crowds 
which will attend the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition this summer, that 
a few facts and figures will be ap- 
preciated by the general public. 

In the first place there are listed 
more than two hundred hot ' 
which will give accommodation 
thirty thousand people; there are 
six hundred and lifty boarding 
and rooming houses affording ac- 
commodation for eight thousand 
five hundred, while seven thou- 
sand owners of houses, most of 
whom never before hung out their 
latch string for a consideration 
have signified their intention of 
opening |bell houses for the 
oommodation of visitors to Buffalo 
this summer. These seven thou- 
sand homes will accommodate at 
least one hundred thousand vis- 
itors. 

The Exposition Company has 
arranged to furnish tent accom- 
modation on the Exposition 
grounds for two hundred and fifty 
uniformed men. There are also 
two companies arranging tent sys- 
tems which will afford additional 
accommodation outside of the 
grounds to fifteen hundred or so. 

In addition to all this there are 
a large number of buildings, 
throughout the city now being re- 
models I and converted into hotels, 
the plant of which' are not far 
enough along to afford an ac- 
curate description or to estimate 
accommodation at the present 
time. It is safe to estimate the 
present capacity of the City of 
Buffalo to accommodate one hun- 
dred and fifsj thousand strangers. 
To this mnv be added accommo- 
dations for at least fifty thousand 
in the surrounding lowui such as 
Tonawanda. La Salle, Niagara 
Palls, Look port, Williamsville, 
Garden villi-. Depew and Lancas- 
ter, all within a short trolley ride 
of the city. 

Rates in hotels range from $1 
per day upward. As ridiculous 
■tories have been circulated in re- 
gard to exorbitant hotel rates it is 
well to note the rates that have 
been established at the Iroquois, 
the most expensive hotel in the 
oity, these are for one in a room, 
without bath, $8 and upward; for 
two in a room without both, $5 
and upward; thus making the 
minimum rate $2.50 per individ- 
ual. The rates for a room with 
bath for one peraon, $5, or for two 
in a room $7.60../ This is on the 
European plan. Of course there 
are rooms and suits of rooms in 
this hotel for much higher rates 
for those who wish to pay them, 
but the prices here given are the 
highest in the city for hotel ac- 
commodations as the term is 
ordinarily understood. 

The Broezel after May 1st, will 
charge from $4 to $5 with two or 
more in a room: this rate is 
itrictly on the American plan. 
Meals at this hotel are 75 cents 
eanh. 

The Ge n see will ch rgefr<m$2 
upward on the European plan. 

Rates at the Mansion House, on 
the European plan, will be from 
$1.50 per day upward, with two in 
a room. 

The New Tifft House will be 
ruu on the European plan after 
May 1st, and will charge $2.50 to 
$8.00 per day for a room, without 
bath, and from $8.50 to $5 with 
bath. 

Good accommodations can be 
secured in many other good hotels 
at rates ranging from $1 per day 
up. 

Among the private homes of the 
city accommodations may be se- 
cured in as good rooms as a person 



would wish to occupy from $1 to 
$2 per day, and in nearly all cases 
families will furnish breakfast at 
from 25 to 50 cents each, while 
regular boarding houses make 
rates with a range in price to fill 
all pocket books. 

The tenting plan is something 
new in Exposition accommoda- 
tion. It is managed under thor- 
ough sanitary arrangements and, 
no doubt, will be satisfactory to 
those who are familiar with this 
form of accommodation. City 
water, plenty of fresh air, -elec- 
tric lights, board floors to the 
tents, easy access to the exposition 
grounds and a cheap rate of ac- 
commodation will be some of the 
points of advantage in this re- 
spect. 

A number of the local rsliable 
agencies are engaged in locating 
visitors in homes in the city. 
These can be relied upon as being 
honest, straight-forward and 
efficient, they are composed of 
business men of integrity, who 
will carefully protect strangers in 
the city, and visitors may feel as- 
sured of courteous treatment and 
safe conduct to accommodations 
which have received careful in-, 
•paction. 

A branch of the Exposition In- 
formation Bureau has been estab- 
lished to look after the accommo- 
dation of colored people who may 
visit the exposition. A. M.Thomas, 
a colored lawyer, of the city, who 
is well known co most of the col- 
ored citizens and who has their 
confidence, has been appointed to 
make a thorough organization and 
is prepared to furnish accommoda- 
tion for all colored visitors. 

This shows the complete man- 
ner in which accommodation for 
visitors to Buffalo has been pro- 
vided.
